Now  that  your  market  will  be  weekly,  we  can  install  the  permanent  signs.  We  will  forward  a cost  estimate  to  David.  Once 
you  submit  the  necessary  fees,  then  we  will  fabricate  and  install  the  permanent  signs. 

Until  the  permanent  signs  are  installed,  you  will  need  to  continue  to  request  for  temporary  sign  postings  for  parking 
restrictions  on  the  extended  block,  as  well  as  set  up  other  temporary  traffic  control  signs  called  for  in  the  approved  traffic 
control  plans  for  the  extended  block  and  the  original  block  (minus  any  permanent  signs  already  installed  for  the  original 
block).  Once  the  permanent  signs  are  installed,  then  you  no  longer  have  to  do  the  temporary  sign  postings,  but  you  will 
continue  to  have  to  set  up  the  traffic  controls  per  the  approved  plans  for  the  extended  block  and  the  original  block.
